gressmen elected in that state.  The
Radicals are aslang this most unrea-
sonable, unjust and dishonest legisla-
tion on the plea that the colored peo-
ple in the south are not permitted to
vote freely, and that, therefore, the
basis of representation should be made
on the white population alone. Of
course nothing of this kind can sne-
ceed while the Democrats are in con-
trol ot either branch of the govern-
ment, but.it shows that if the Repub-
licans had control of both houses of
congress they would, since they can-
not force the lil-i‘l]llo.‘ of the south to
vote the Republican ticket, cut them
off without representation.

In
the racing at Lexington last May Bass
lost & race upon which a large amount
of money was staked, and his move-
ments on the track during that race
were such a2 caused the horse, rider,
truner and Blowall to be dismissed
from the race course. Whether justly
so or not, we do not pretend to say,
S8con after the yonng horse was
brought back to St. Louis and Gen
Price, justly indignant at the parties
for having disgraced his horse, took him
away from Blow by a writ of replevin.
Blow, in answer to the writ, claimed
that he was entitled to the possession
of the horse and clumed damages.
Gen. Price did not appear at the trial
and Judge Wickhum gave Blow a
judgment for $300 for the value of the
horse, or his retarn and $500 dama-
ges. We don’t know Judge Wickhawm;
we suppose he is a clever gentleman,
but his judgment in this case shows
conclusively that he does not possess
one particle of horse sense. 'We do not
know anything about how the trial

MACON COUNTY BONDS.

Judge James Carr left for Washing-
ton city yesterday to argue the man-
damus cases against Macon county
the supreme court of the United
States. The cases are entitled * The
United States ex rel. Alfred Huide-
koper, plaintiff in ervor, vs. Macon
county ~conrt,” and Macon County
Conrt, pluintiﬂ' in error, vs, Alfred
Huidekoper, and are to be argned to-
gether. The main point invelved in
the former ease iz whether Huideko-
per, who has a judgment on coupons
detached from bonds issned by Macon
county to the Missonri and Mississippi
Railroad company, is entitled to have
a tax levied in paywent of his judg-
ment in excess of one-twentieth of one
per centum, that being the amount of
tax which the county is authorized to
levy under the charter of the above
named railroad and which is entirely
inadequate to pay even the interest on
the bonds.

The point involved in the latter
case is the right of the judgment credi-
tor to have a warrant Jdrawn on the
ordinary revenue fund of the county
in his favor, for the amount of judg-
ment, the tax of one-twentieth of one
per cent. being adequate to pay his
1dgment.

The supreme court of this state has
heretofore decided both points ad-
versely to the right claimed by the
jundgment creditor, and it remains to
be seen whether or not the supreme
court of the United States will, ac-
cording to an old rule of decision, fol-
low the decisions of the state supreme
court eonstruing the statutes of its own
state. The connties of Clark, Knox
and Chariton, aswell as Macon, are in-
terested in the decision that will be
given in thesp cases.— Republican,

In o recent issue of our paper we stated
that since the death of two of our leading
merchants, and the closing out hy Mr. Hill
to quit business the citizens of Keytesville
and vicinity are compelled to go to other
towns when they want an assortment of
dry goods.

Wherenpon a gentleman in  Keytesville
wrote to the Brunswicker, thas the stores
in Keytesville are well supplied with goods,
and that Mr. Hill is not going to quit the
business,

Let us look into the facts a little and see
how the matter stunds.  First, the rem-
nants of the stocks of goods ownad by the
estates of Stevens and White are in the
hands of the administrators of those estates,
and are being closed out as rapidly ns pos-
sible, with no other intention or expecta-
tion than to quit business,

Thinking that possibly we had misrepre-
sented Mr. Hill in saying that he was clos-
ing out with a view to quitting the business,
after seeing the article in the Brunswicker,
we called on that gentleman o know the
